The first of nearly 400 petitions 
aimed at recall of three Tamal- 
pais Union High School trustees 
were circulated yesterday after­ 
noon as a citizens committee open­ 
ed its drive to “clean up” the board 
of trustees. 
Chairman Tom McDougall, un­ 
successful candidate for trustee, 
said the recall was directed against 
Howard McGill of Belvedere, Ed­ 
mund Tomas of San Anselmo and 
Wallace Hayes of Mill Valley. Two 
other board members, Mrs. John 
Ehlen of Sausalito and William 
B. Lewis of San Anselmo, are not 
named in the petitions since they 
have been on the board less than 
the six-month period necessary 
before recall proceedings can be 
Initiated. 
McDougall said more than 6,000 
signatures would be required but 
that the committee was going 
after 8,000 “just to make sure.” 
Listed on the petitions are five 
reasons for the recall action. They 
are lack of economy in buying 


marshlands for school buildings 
and playgrounds, lack of economy 
in unnecessary calling two special 
elections, approving and retaining 
in schools books that are sub­ 
versive and condemned by the 
Marin County Grand Jury, wast­ 
ing school tax money on such 
books and an arbitary attitude 
on transportation. 
To give additional impetus to 
the drive, the Citizens Research 
Committee w'ill sponsor a series 
of meetings, starting next week, 
to discuss in particular the book 
situation. The committee has ob­ 
tained copies of the books and will 
present them at the public gath­ 
erings. Meetings devoted to study­ 
ing these books will not be mixed 
groups. Men will meet separately 
from the women. 


THIRD SCHOOL SITE 
McDougall explained that the 
petition drive would place great 
emphasis on the third school site. 
“We’re for the third site,” he said, 
“but not the way the three trus­ 
tees are promoting it. We could 
build three nice high schools for 
the amount they’re spending on 
one.” 
Alter the signatures are gather­ 
ed, the petitions will be returned 
to the county clerk for counting. 
After 
weeding out duplications 
and inéligibles, the committee will 
have 10 additional days, if neces­ 
sary, to gather enough required 
names. It is not known exactly 
how many signatures will be re­ 
quired, since there are two con­ 
flicting regulations on recall peti­ 
tions.

CHICAGO (4*)—The Chicago Bar 
Assn. has ordered a study of arti­ 
ficial insemination with a view to 
recommending a law to the 1955 
Legislature. 
Illinois presently has no law cov­ 
ering rights of persons involved 
in “test tube baby” cases. There 
are two such cases pending in Su­ 
perior Court. 
Samuel A. Hinella, chairman of 
the association's Matrimonial Law 
Committee, yesterday appointed a 
two-member subcommittee to be­ 
ing hearings Wednesday. Rinella 
said a recent report by a Chicago 
physician that he performed be­ 
tween 200 and 300 such insemina­ 
tions indicated an immediate need 
for such a law. 
QUESTIONS COVERED 
Rinella said physicians and law­ 
yers wull be called before the com­ 
mittee for recommendations and 
discussion of these questions to be 
covered by the proposed law: 
1. Defining the rights and lia­ 
bilities of the doctor performing 
the insemination. 
2. Defining whether the donor is 
the child’s legal father or whether 
the 
mother 
becomes 
the 
sole 
natural parent. 
3. 
Determining 
whether 
the 
practice of artificial insemination 
is adulterous. 
4. Is prior consent of the hus­ 
band legally necessary and is such 
consent a bonding contract? 
SUPPORT r’HJLD? 
5. Is the husband, with or with­ 
out prior consent, legally bound to 
support the “test tube baby” in 
the absence of formal adoption? 
6. Establishing inheritance rights 
of a baby born of artificial insem­ 
ination. 
Judge Gibson E 
Gorman has 
been asked to rule Nov. 15 in one 
case involving a 5-year-old boy 
The 36-year-old mother, who is 
suing her 48-year-old machinist 
husband for divorce, contends the 
boy was born of artificial insem­ 
ination and that her husband is 
not the father. 
The mother asks the court to 
rule artificial insemination is not 
contrary to public policy, does not 
constitute adultry, that the child 
is legitimate and that the husband 
has no right or interest in the 
child. 
W hether the child was born of 
artificial insemination is the issue 
in a second case. The husband, 32, 
petitioned for custody of a 3-year- 
old boy and an injunction re­ 
straining the 30-year-old mother 
from calling the boy a “test tube 
baby.” Results of blood tests are 
to be made known in court Nov. 4. 
The mother, a physician and a 
nurse have testified the father 
consented to artificial insemina­ 
tion and it was performed about 
eight months before the baby was 
born. The father denied consenting 
and claimed blood tests will prove 
he is the father.

cases still being investigated by 
the Army. All will involve men 
still in service. 
An Army spokesman said an ­ 
nouncements of charges could be 
expected “very soon.” The courts- 
m artial will ve conducted at va­ 
rious Army areas where the men 
now are stationed. 
OFFENSES IN CAMP 
It appeared that these new cases 
will be predicated, like previous 
ones, on alleged offenses commit­ 
ted by American soldiers while in 
enemy 
prison 
camps 
and 
not 
based on initial refusal of men to 
leave the Communist camps and 
return home. 
The Defense Department, it was 
disclosed in m aterial which be­ 
came available today, is making a 
detailed disclaimer of any idea 
that there was “repudiation” of 
promises of immunity from prose­ 
cution given prisoners before they 
returned if they w-eer found 
to 
have committed illegal acts. 
The Army’s announcement 
of 
forthcoming action against addi­ 
tional servicemen—none of whom 
was named—came Saturday night. 
15 PERSONS FIRED 
It said that in addition to four 
court-martial which have resulted 


in conviction, it has discharged 
from the Army 15 persons—a doz­ 
en fired wuth “undesirable dis­ 
charge” orders and three others 
eased out by the. noncommittal 
“general discharge” method. 
After questioning about 3,200 of­ 
ficers and men who were released 
by the Communists, 
the 
Army 
said it found approximately 225 
instances where further “inten­ 
sive investigation” was warranted. 
Of th at number, the 40 cases re­ 
main. 
In its Saturday announcement, 
the Army made a point of saying 
that “no one in any position of 
authority had ever promised U.S. 
soldiers immunity from prosecu­ 
tion for offenses committed while 
they were 
prisoners 
of war in 
Communist hands.” 


VIENNA, Austria (JP)—Hermann 
Field, a U.S. citizen who disap­ 
peared in Red Poland in August, 
1949, has “been cleared of all 
charges and released from prison,” 
the Warsaw radio said today. 
The broadcast said an investi­ 
gation 
conducted 
by 
P o l i s h 
authorities 
disclosed 
t h a t 
the 
charges which led to Fields’ arrest 
were “framed up by an American 
agent.” 
Field will be given “full com­ 
pensation'’ 
and 
action 
will 
be 
laken against all persons respon­ 
sible for his arrest, the report said. 
ARREST DISCLOSED 
Fields’ secret arrest was disclos­ 
ed Sept. 28 in Warhington by his 
former jailer. Josef Swiatlo, a top 
official of the Polish secret police 
until he fled to the West 10 months 
ago. Field disappeared after board­ 
ing a Prague-bound plane at W ar­ 
saw. 
Hermann Field is the brother of 
Noel Field, a former official of 
the U. S. State Department who 
disappeared in Prague in May, 
1949. Noel Field’s wife Herta also 
disappeared and they later were 
reported under arrest in Hungary. 
The official communique broad­ 
cast by Radio Warsaw said: 
“Polish authorities last year or­ 
dered an investigation into a num ­ 
ber of legal cases which revealed 
gross violations of law', in the 
course of the investigations au­ 
thorities unmasked an official of 
the Polish security service as an 
agent of an American espionage 
system.” 
SEVERAL ARRESTS 
The official was identified as Jó ­ 
zef Swiatlo and the broadcast said 
he had been responsible for the 
arrest of several persons, includ­ 
ing Hermann Field. 
Swiatlo said in Washington last 
m onth that he believed Noel Field 
and his wife were dead. The State 
Departm ent said notes had been 
sent to Hungary demanding the 
release of Noel and Herta Field 
and to Poland seeking freedom 
for Hermann Field. 
Members 
of Hermann Field’s 
family said th at he had gone to 
Eastern Europe in part to look for 
his missing brother. An architect, 
he also was said to be interested 
In architectural projects in that 
area and in aiding refugees. His 
wife and her two children live in 
London with her British parents.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
THE HOME STRETCH 
Yes And No Suggestions 
On The 20 Propositions 


W ith only one week remaining before 
election day, the time has come to pore 
over the mountain of information accumu­ 
lated concerning the 20 ballot propositions, 
and make up our mind how we should 
vote on each. 
Here are the highlights of our study of 
these propositions, together with our recom­ 


mendations: 
PROPOSITION' 
No. 
I, 
VETERANS 
BO ND ACT—Authorizes issuance of another 
$175 million worth of self-liquidating bonds 
to provide funds for continuing 33-\ear 
practice of making State farm and home 
loans to veterans. 
So far as we know, there 
is no organized opposition to this proposi­ 


tion and the only objections seem actually 
to be arguments for liberalization of the 
program. Vote YES for this worthy measure. 
No 2. SCHOOL BONDS-Authorizes is­ 
suance of another $100 million worth of 
bonds to provide funds for much-needed 
school construction throughout the state. 


While the need for more schools is unde­ 
niable, and we must therefore support this 
measure, we still feel that we have not got 
our full “money’s worth“ from the $435 
million worth of bonds authorized bv pre­ 
vious similar propositions approved since 
1947. T o keep up with the estimated growth 
in enrollment, California must build new 
schools at the rate of 20 classrooms per day 
for the next six years. 
At present costs, 
this will run to something like half a BIL­ 
LION dollars. 
Obviously the situation calls 
for an austerity program which thus far has 
not been followed.. 
Despite these criticisms 
in d objections to the present svstem. we 
nevertheless recommend a YES vote to avert 


complete chaos. 
No. 3, ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CON­ 
T R O L —Would remove liquor control from 
State Board of Equalization and transfer 
It to a new State Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control. A rather complete and 
easy to understand analysis of the measuie 
appears in considerable detail in the propo­ 
sition booklet mailed 
to each registered 
voter. 
T he booklet also contains easy to 
understand arguments for and against the 
measure. We would add onlv the reminder 
that—as Board of Equalization Member Paul 
Leake “told the world“ shortly after his 
appointment to the post by then governor 
Warren—liquor control in California was 
in a real mess in the hands of the Board. 
Leake was the first to propose turning it 
over to a one-man administrator answerable 
directly to the governor. 
Subsequently, the 
inquiries and studies of the W einberger leg­ 
islative 
comittee, 
wholly 
substantiated 
Leake's findings and his recommendations. 
A vole FOR No. 3 is a vote FOR liquor 
reform. 
Be sure to vote YES on No. 3. 
No. 4, AID*TO T H E A G E D -T h is is the 
latest controversial pension deal to come 
from the brain of Southern California Pen­ 
sion 
Promoter George 
McLain. 
As was 
the case with McLain’s numerous previous 
proposals, the cost of this one would be stag­ 
gering—adding an estimated $74 million per 
year to the present annual pension cost of 
$230 million. 
Since the measure contains 
no provision for financing itself, an imme­ 
diate sharp tax increase would be necessary. 
Unfortunately, the Democratic Party’s State 
Central Committee was in some way hood­ 
winked into endorsing this most dangerous 
threat to economic stability of our state. 
Our feeling toward the measure coincides 
with the statement of Editor Duncan Olm- 
stead of the Petaluma Argus-Courier who 
declared it is just another “scheme to ex­ 
ploit the old folks, fool the voters, burden 
the taxpayers, and assume dictatorial powers 
for himself (McLain).“ 
If vou don’t mark 
another space on your ballot, be suie to 
vote NO on No. 4. 
No. 5, T A X EXEM PTION OF VES­ 
SELS—Would continue a 
long-established 
policy of exempting California-registered 
freight and passenger ships of more than 
50 tons burden from local property taxes. 
By reaffirming a tax principle adopted 40 
years ago and twice approved by the voters, 
this measure will enable California shipping 
to continue to compete under equitable cir­ 
cumstances with shipping of other States 
and foreign n ations. 
A 5 FS vote is recom­ 
mended. 


No. 6, PAY OF LEGISLATORS—Would 
raise salary for State Senators and Assembly- 
men from $300 to $500 per month. The dol­ 
lar has shrunk since our legislators got their 
last pav raise, and the amount of work thev 
have to do has skyrocketed. 
We think it 
would be to the people’s benefit to pay 
our legislators more. We recommend a YES 
vote. 


No. 7, LAND TITLES-Authorizes legis­ 
lature to amend or repeal Torrens Land 
Title Act, adopted as an initiative proposi­ 
tion in 1914. YES vote recommended. 
No. 8, T A X EXEM PTION OF COM­ 
MERCIAL 
AND 
FISHING 
YESSELS- 


Would exempt from taxation certain com­ 
mercial fishing vessels that are now paying 
local taxes. 
We suggest a NO vote. 


No. 
9, 
C H U RC H 
EXEM PTION ON 
PROPERTY UNDER C O N S T R U C T IO N - 
Would extend property tax exemption for 
churches under construction to land and 
equipment. 
YES vote recommended. 


No. 10, TERM S OF STATE OFFICERS— 
Would lengthen terms of office for State 
Senators from 4 to 6 years, for Assemblv- 
men from 2 to 4 years, and limit Governor 
to two 4-year terms. 
There are good argu­ 
ments on both sides of this proposition, 
many of which are detailed in the booklet 
mailed to voters. 
It seems to us that one 


of the evils of political office is that an occu­ 
pant must of necessitv devote too much time 
and effort toward getting reelected—so muih 
time that it interferes with the basic duties 
of the office. 
T o the extent that lengthen­ 
ing terms cut down on the time required 
for “politicking,” No. 10 would be bene­ 
ficial. 
We 
half-heartedly 
recommend 
a 
YES, acknowledging that most analvsts either 
recommend a NO vote or make no recom­ 
mendation at all. 


No. 11, T A X EXEM PTION FOR DIS­ 
ABLED 
VETERANS—Exempts 
taxes 
on 
home (up to $5,000 assessed value) acquired 
with Federal assistance by veterans who lost 
both legs or both of whose legs are per­ 
manently paralyzed. 
We don’t see how any­ 
body could oppose this effort to help these 
unfortunates who made such a sacrifice for 
the rest of us. YES vote recommended. 


No. 12, VOTING ELIGIBILITY—Permits 
person to vote who has paid penaltv (served 
time and/or paid fine for conviction of in­ 
famous crime (felonies). 
Since a procedure 
already exists for restoration of voting rights 
on a selective basis, we recommend a NO 
vote on this measure. 


No. 13, VERNON CITY C H A R T E R - 
Authorizes writing and submitting to citv 
of Vernon voters a charter for their approval 
and for ratification bv the State Legislature. 
This measure looks all right on the sur­ 
face; but it contains some dangerous un­ 


certainties including a provision for avoid­ 
ing conformance to constitutional require­ 
ments relative to voter qualifications. 
We 
share the Commonwealth Club’s majority 
view that “to avoid uncertainties and pos­ 
sibilities of abuse, and to avoid a backward 
step in city government law and democratic 
processes, No. 13 warrants a NO vote.*' 


No. 14, COLLEGE EXEM PTION ON 
PROPERTY UND ER C O N ST R I C T I O N - 
Would extend property tax exemption for 
college buildings under construction to in­ 
clude land. 
This measure is similar in 
principle to No. 9. YES vote recommended. 
No. 15, WELFARE EXEM PTION FOR 
PROPERTY UNDER C O N S T R U C T IO N - 
Extends non-profit, religious and charitable 
exemption to buildings being constructed, 
equipment and land. 
Similar to Nos. 9 and 
14; recommend YES vote. 
No. 16, W ATER RIG HTS OF GOVERN­ 


M EN T AGENCIES—Requires any agency of 
government acquiring interest in real prop­ 
erty in state to conform to California laws 
governing use of water. The purpose of this 
proposal is to state clearly in the state con­ 
stitution that the Legislature shall have the 
power to attach conditions to its consent to 
federal acquisition of property within the 
state by requiring conformance of the Fed­ 
eral government to state water laws. 
YES 
vote is recommended. 
No. 
17, 
STR EET 
A ND 
HIGHWAY 
FUNDS, VEHICLE PARKING—Authorizes 
use of gasoline tax funds for developing off- 
street parking. Since gas funds available for 
highway construction throughout the state 
fall far short of the pressing need, it would 
be unwise to divert these funds to other 
uses at this time. 
NO vote 
is strongly 
recommended. 
No. 
18, 
RESIDENT N O N CITIZEN S, 
PROPERTY OW NERSHIP—Eliminates re­ 
strictions on rights of some foreigners to own 
property other than real estate. 
This mea­ 
sure apparently is designed to wipe out a 
race-color discrimination in our State Con­ 
stitution. The sooner we get rid of these 
vestigal discriminations, the better. 
YES 
vote recommended. 
No. 19, INFERIOR C O U R T JUDGES— 
Amends constitution to permit non-lavwer 
lower court judges who have served in that 
capacity for five years beginning in 1945 
to be eligible to serve as municipal court 
judges. 
We can’t see any serious objection 
to this. 
YES vote recommended. 
No. 20, FRAMING C O UNTY CHAR­ 
T ER S—Changes nominating procedure for 
county freeholders; extends time to develop 
charter. 
This is an extremely important 
measure to Marin County. 
It would make 
it easier 
to accomplish 
the intermediate 
steps toward getting a much needed charter. 
We strongly urge a YES vote.

Most Effective Since Abe Lincoln

The problems of race discrim­ 
ination have been dealt with 
more effectively and sym pathet­ 
ically by the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration than any adm inistra­ 
tion since the time of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
When I took the oath of office 
as Assistant Secretary of Labor 
—the first member of my race to 
be appointed to a sub-Cabinet 
position in forty years—I was 
asked why I was willing to take 
such a post when a few years 
earlier Dr. Ralph Bunche had 
turned down appointment to a 
similar office. 
My answer was that Washing­ 
ton 
has 
undergone 
a 
major 
change in the last 20 months 
since President Eisenhower has 
been in office. It isn’t the same 
place it was when Dr. Bunche 
refused to serve here. 


THE DISTRICT of Columbia, 
long a stronghold of segregation, 
has felt the pressure of the White 
House. Theaters and restaurants, 
which up until a very short while 
ago were barred to Negroes, are 
now open to the public—and th at 
means everybody. It was done 
peacefully and quietly and with 
dignity. 
For the first time every District 
contract contains a non-discrim- 
ination clause. And the day after 
the Supreme Court decision in 
the school case was handed down, 
President Eisenhower told the 
D. C. school system that he ex­ 
pected the ending of segregation 
in Washington schools to set a 
model for the nation, and it has. 
No city now says it can’t be done, 
because Washington, D C., whose 
school population is nearly-half 
Negro, did it. And 
remember 
Washington 
is 
south 
of 
the 
Mason-Dixon Line. 


THE PRINCIPLES of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's leadership are 
clear and simple: 
1—Don’t debate the race issue. 
The time for talk is long since 
past. Find out where we can do 
something to solve it and then 
do it. 
2—Where there is federal au­ 
thority and responsibility there 
must be no discrimination. The 
government must be a model in 
fair 
non-discriminatory 
policy 
and practice. Take 
it step by 
step, but take it. 
3—Keep the issue out of nar­ 
row political controversy. Make 
gains steadily and quietly. 
4—Appoint leaders to key posts 
who will give steady and intelli­ 
gent leadership in this matter. 
5—Be patient 
but 
persistent 
and vigilant in all steps to end 
discrimination. 


THE ENDING OF discrimina­ 
tion is not a special political sop 
to minorities. It is essential to 
our economy, to our unity as a 
nation and to our defense against 
tyranny in the world. We cannot 
afford the waste of manpower 
which it involves. 
A good example of the way 
President Eisenhower has gone 
into action against discrimina­ 
tion is the record of his Commit­ 
tee on Government Contracts, 
of which I am vice-chairman. 
When the President took office 
he was determined to make the 
government a shining example 
in the field of race relations. He 


felt that before the government 
could tell other people what they 
should do, the government itself 
should show what can be done 
by doing it. 


THIS POLICY WAS in sharp 
contrast to earlier efforts which 
sought to clean up everybody 
else's back yard first. Ours is not 
the first President’s Committee 
on Government Contracts, but 
it is the first one that has been 
effective. We have been success­ 
ful because we have concentrat­ 
ed first on limiting discrimina­ 
tion in those areas where the fed­ 
eral government has authority 
and responsibility. 
Instead of seeking more legis­ 
lative authority now, we are us­ 
ing effectively the power we al­ 
ready have. With the best in­ 
tentions. others have attempted 
to do the right thing the wTrong 
way. We have demonstrated that 
it is not legislation but deter­ 
mination that will end discrim­ 
ination. 


SOME EXAMPLES of the first, 
among many significant accom­ 
plishments of this committee are: 
The President signed an order 
which requires a strict non-dis­ 
crimination clause to be placed 
in every federal contract. This 
came as a result of study by his 
committee. 


W ithin a few weeks you will 
see thousands of 
posters 
with 
large lettering on them—“Equal 
Economic Opportunity” — which 
every business wfith a govern­ 
ment contract will have to post. 
Recently his committee distrib­ 
uted 500.000 copies of a pamph­ 
let, 
“Equal 
Job 
Opportunities 
Is Good Business.” This pamph­ 
let 
describes the functions of 


They Blow Bubbles 
At General Electric 
SCHENECTADY, N.Y. (U.R) — 
Scientists at a General Electric 
Co. metallurgy laboratory have 
built special glass cells for blow­ 
ing soap bubbles.

THERE HAVE been significant 
gains made with respect to the 
integrating of employees in the 
office of the 
telephone 
com­ 
panies in the District, and the 
committee is presently working 
for the integration of workers 
in the transit company. 
The 
committee 
has 
helped 
break down discrimination 
at 
atomic energy plants at Padu­ 
cah, Ky„ and the hydrogen plant 
at Savannah River, Ga.. where 
fo r the first time Negroes are 
employed. 
In Cleveland an aircraft sup­ 
plier agreed to give Negro wom­ 
en production jobs as a result of 
the committee’s work. In Chica­ 
go, in a dozen cases, discrimina­ 
tory questions were taken out of 
Job application forms. 


THE MOVES to end segrega­ 
tion in the armed forces and in 
all military establishments have 
been equally unequivocal and di­ 
rect. It is nearly complete. There 
has been no backtracking, duck­ 
ing or slow down in this effort. 
The importance 
of 
this 
is 
enormous. The experience of mil­ 
lions of young men in the armed 
forces rubbing elbows, matching 
skills and working together with­ 
out regard to race or religion is 
providing basic training in a new 
and more democratic kind of 
citizenship th at will have a pro­ 
found effect on the racial atti­ 
tudes of the coming generations 
of our nation’s leadership. 


ALTHOUGH 
THE 
President 
has a great and profound con­ 
cern for the problems of Negroes 
and 
all 
other 
minorities 
in 
American life, he is fighting dis­ 
crimination because he sees it as 
a threat to our freedom, our se­ 
curity and our national strength 
and unity. 
He 
is 
no 
special 
pleader. Minority groups do not 
want special pleading. They want 
only an equal chance. This he is 
determined to use every effort 
to assure. 
President Eisenhower believes 
that this country cannot take 
Its place as the first nation of 
the world unless all of its citizens 
enjoy the same rights, privileges 
and opportunities.

"ALL THEY CAN find against 
me is my birthday,” the venera­ 
ble “Veep” remarks to every au­ 
dience he addresses. He is now 
heading toward a crescendo cam­ 
paign schedule of 10 to 20 po­ 
litical rallies in a single day to 
prove he is hale and hardy— 
e v e n 
as 
Franklin 
Roosevelt 
sloshed through the rain and 
wind in New York and Brooklyn 
during the Iasi three hectic days 
of his successful 1944 bid for a 
fourth term. 
Barkley is not coy at making 
favorable comparisons. He notes 
th at Sir Winston Churchill is 
doing all right for Britain at 80 
and th at Konrad Adenauer is 
doing all right for West Germany 
at 78 and suggests that Alben 
Barkley will do all right for Ken­ 
tucky and the U.S. Senate at 
any age. 
HE IS 76 and he remarked to 
a little curley-haired, 2 year-old 
girl at the 
airport 
the 
other 
morning: “You are too young to 
vote for me this time, but you 
will be old enough to vote for 
me before I get through.” 
Candidate Barkley even brings 
Noah into the campaign—and on 
his side. I quote: 
“Remember th at Noah wasn’t 
married until he was 125? My op­ 
ponents ought to lay off talking 
about my age until my wife and 
I begin to complain about it." 


ACTUALLY BARKLEY talks 
more about age than anyone else 
in this hard-fought, close-fought 
Kentucky campaign, aware that 
the voters are thinking about it 
even if Sen. Cooper doesn’t stress 
it. He deals with it indirectly n 
one carefully phrased sentence 
when he says: 
“I want to give the six best 
and most vigorous years of my 
life to serving in the Senate.” 
Barkley, an orator of the old 
school and never short winded, 
seems intent upon proving his 
endurance by the very length of 
his speeches—and doing quite a 
Job of it. 


THERE ARE numerous per­ 


sonal and political advantages 
which work for Barkley’s elec­ 
tion. 


He has the affectionate regard 
of many Kentuckians and the 
prestige of former high office. 
Kentucky is full of DemocratJ 
and it takes special circumstance* 
like a particularly weak D e m - 
cratic candidate, to enable a Re­ 
publican, however good, to win. 


With nearly every state office 
in Democratic hands, the Demo­ 
cratic organization is far strong­ 
er than the Republican organi­ 
zation. The 
Party 
is 
strongly 
united this 
year 
and 
Barkley 
will receive a kind of “testim')-* 
nial” vote as well as 
a 
party 
vote. 


FARM PRICES are down over 
peak years and there is serious 
unemployment in the Kentucky 
coal fields. Sen. Cooper didn’t 
invent gas and electricity and 
didn't cause the drought which 
has added to farmer discontent, 
but his candidacy is adversely 
affected even with the Eisenhow­ 
er administration buying 2,000,000 
tons of Kentucky coal to be used 
abroad in the foreign aid pro­ 
gram. 


There is also some disaffection 
among Kentucky’s conservative 
Republicans. They 
count 
Sen. 
Cooper, who, along with John 
Foster Dulles, served the Tru­ 
man administration in the area 
of bi-partisan foreign policy, as 
“too liberal,” even "half a Dem­ 
ocrat.” As in New Jersey, some 
of these Republicans are going 
to say away from the polls on 
Nov. 2 and they will thus ^e 
helping the Democratic nominee. 


COOPER HIMSELF is one of 
the most highly regarded Sena­ 
tors, on either side of the aisle, 
in Washington. He 
has 
twice 
been elected to the Senate in 
Kentucky for 
short, 
unexpired 
terms, in 1948 and in 1952. His 
re-election is one of the high- 
priority objectives of the Repub­ 
lican National Committee and to 
this end Vice President Nixon 
and other top federal officials 
have been here helping in the 
campaign. 


The White House has its heart 
In Cooper’s winning despite the 
fact that Sen. Cooper has been 
critical of the Administration’s 
attitude toward TV A and opposed 
to the Dixon-Yates contract. On 
balance Sen. Cooper bespeaks the 
Republicanism which Mr. Eisen­ 
hower hopes to see prevail. 


This Senatorial 
contest 
will 
only incidentally turn on issues; 
It is primarily Barkley versus 
Cooper. Barkley is a tradition in 
Kentucky and tradition and sen­ 
tim ent are in the lead.

Of Thread 


Alters U.S. 


Almost every activity of modem 
life hangs by a thread. 


That is literally tru* when it is 
remembered that Thomas A. Edi­ 
son borrowed a bit 
of 
cotton 
thread from his wife’s sewing bas­ 
ket to make a filam ent for his in­ 
vention of the electric light Just 
?5 years ago. 


From that bit of threat has 
grown 
an industry that affects 
the life, habits and welfare of 
every Individual in 
the 
United 
States and countless millions in 
other countries; and industry that 
provides light for day and night 
living; helps to grow food, pre­ 
serves and cooks it, provides en­ 
tertainm ent, transportation, medi­ 
cation and sanitation; contributes 
to mass manufacture of nearly 
every product used in every day 
life, and so on through a list so 
long it 
would 
be Impossible to 
catalogue. 


T h at bit of thread, carbonized j 
and suspended in a nearly perfect 
vacuum, helped to prove that elec­ 
tric light w*as possible, but Edison 
himself soon replaced it with more 
durable 
m aterials 
to make 
the 
electric light of today stronger, 
longer lasting, more brilliant and 
far more efficient. 


It was just 75 years ago that 
Edison invented the electric light, 
but in order to make it practical 
Edison saw, a source of electricity 
that would be available to all was 
necessary and so he designed and 
built the first central station for 
the distribution of electric power. 
Thousands of power plants have 
been built since then, each more 
modern and efficient than the last, 
until today virtually every farm, 
home and factory in the country 
has an unlimited supply of elect­ 
ricity immediately available. 


In

And, second, your freezer has been 
designed to cope with such em er­ 
gencies. 
Electric suppliers across the n a ­ 
tion are equipped to restore serv­ 
ice quickly and efficiently at all 
times. And until they do. a proper­ 
ly inr-ulated freezer with a well- 
sealed lid or door will keep food 
frozen for as long as two days 
w ithout operating. 
Experts at Frigidaire have found 
th at frozen food in a well-filled 
modern freezer of 12 to 36 cubic 
foot capacity is safe for about five 
days. It may thaw in less than that 
time, but usually will not begin to 
spoil. 
In cases where the freezer m ust 
be shut off for long periods of 
time, as when moving, the lid 
should be opened only when ab­ 
solutely necessary; otherwise the 
warm room air will get inside. 
If the shut-off period will reach 
a critical stage, use dry ice to keep 
the foods frozen. Fifty pounds 
will keep the tem perature down to 
15 degrees for two days in the 
freezer of average size. 
But never use ordinary “wet” 
ice. It will damage your food when 
it melts.

His voice was heard, however, 
by way of a tape recorded tele­ 
phone conversation made earlier 
In the day with Roger Kent, vice 
chairm an of the Democratic State 
Central Committee. 
lik e other speakers who preced­ 
ed him on the program, Graves 
In the recording directed strong 
erifciclsm at Republican Gov. Good­ 
win Knight for refusing to pro­ 
claim Oct. 23 as United Nations 
Day. 
EVERY DAY U. S. DAY 
“Every hope for world peace 
lies in the United Nations and 
its concepts” 
Graves declared, 
“Yet he, (Knight) refused to pro­ 
claim United Nations Day be- | Counties 
cause the extreme right wing of 
the right wing asked him to pro­ 
claim United States Day instead.” 
“Every day is United 
States 
Day”, Graves said. “Knight hasn’t 
the courage to stand up against 
these people. There is no hope in 
this type of leadership. 
T hat’s 
why it is im portant to defeat him.” 
Also commenting on the United 
Nations Day matter, 
State Sen. 
George Miller said the only other 
governor to refuse President Eisen­ 
hower’s request for a nation-wide 
proclamation of the day was U tah’s 
J. Bracken Lee. “Ike termed Lee’s j 
refusal “most regretable,” Miller 
commented. 
“I believe in the United Nations 
with my whole heart,” Eisenhower 
was quoted as saying by Dr. Mon­ 
roe Deutsch, 
former provost of 
the University of California and 
co-chairman 
for 
the 
Northern 
California Graves Committee. 
ATTACKED ON SMOG 
Knight was also 
attacked 
by i 
Graves and others for his refusal j 
to take extraordinary measures on 
the smog situation in Southern 
California. 
“We’ve had 19 days of heavy j 
smog here,” 
Graves said in his 
recorded conversation. “We have 
a governor 
who 
unquestionably 
has this power. He tries to cover 
up by pleading with the oil re­ 
fineries to shut down. He’s making 
a whipping boy of the oil compan­ 
ies which I don't think is right, 
any more than th at they should 
be sacred cows . . . ” 
Senator Miller, master of cere­ 
monies, credited Republican “bon­ 
ers” as being responsible for many 
Democratic advances in the cam ­ 
paign. “We have had real luck 
In th at respect.” he said. 
“We can’t very well take credit 
for the 19 days of smog in Los 
Angeles, nor for Governor K night’s 
refusal to proclaim United Nations 
Day, nor for Charles Wilson’s re­ 
marks about the laboring people. 
T hat was just luck, but th a t’s why 
we’re going to win.” 
Also under attack was Assem­ 
blyman Richard McCollister. His 
Democratic opponent.

No one would deny that the 
advancements brought about by 
scientific development have made 
m an’s life happier and easier. But 
these things are not without their 
drawbacks. 
It is true th at the life span has 
increased, but at the same time 
many physical disabilities in old­ 
er people often present them ­ 
selves. Some of these have come 
from injuries, others are the re­ 
sult of chronic or long-continued 
disease. But there Is a rosy side 
of the picture, also, because there 
are ways of preventing permanent 
disabilities or making them less 
severe by proper handling. 
PROTECTING THE ANKLES 
For example, if a person must 
remain in bed for a long period 
there are things th at can be done 
to protect the ankles. 
When a person lies in bed, there 
is a tendency for the feet to be 
bent forward, because of their 
weight, and also because the mus­ 
cles in the calf of the leg are 
stronger than the muscles in the 
front part of the leg. Tight covers 
will further aggravate the ten­ 
dency of the feet to bend forward. 
If this position of the feet is 
maintained, there is gradual short-

SIMPLE MEASURES 
Simple measures will keep this 
from happening.

The patient can also be taught to 
exercise the toes and feet while 
he is in bed, which will help keep 
the large tendon, stretched. 
Just a few simple exercises are 
needed.

You can patent your new and 
useful process, machine, article of 
manufacture, or composition of 
m atter, or an improvement in any 
one of them. However, your patent 
application must be completed and 
filed in the United States Patent 
Office within one year after the 
first sale or first public knowledge 
or use of your device or process.

PROTECTS RIGHTS 
You may not know how to pro­ 
tect your rights while perfecting 
and patenting such items. Under 
our patent laws, the one who first 
conceives a new invention is en­ 
titled to a patent on it. If claims 
conflict, the patent office and the 
courts try to find out who first 
had the idea, not who first sought 
a patent. 


Of course, apply for a patent 
as soon as you can, but protect
